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missioners on all real and personal estate that has been omitted by the &II­
sessor, whenever he shall ascertain that any property has been so omitted, 
and at the time he makes settlement with the board of county commissionera. 
he shall make and verify by affidavit, a list of property by him so assessed, 
and the taxes collected thereon. 

SEO. 9. Oerta.in sections of the a.ct amended, repealed. 'l'he first, second, 
third, fourth, fifth and twentieth sections of the act to which this is amenda­
tory, be, and the same are, hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 6. 

PARTITION OF REAL PBOPERTY. 

AN ACT to amend an act entitled "An act to provide for the partition of real properiJ'." 

Be it enacted by tke Oouncil and House of Represematives of tke TerrifOl'fl 
of Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Ninth section of said act amended 80 as to reqWre notice to 
be printed. for six week&--proviso requires six months notice in half breed 
la.nds. That the ninth section of an act entitled "An act to provide for the 
partition of real propertyj" approved January 4th, 1839, be so amended 
as to read as follows :_" the publication of such notice in each week for six 
weeks successively, in some newspaper printed most conveniently to the place 
where the court is held, shall be considered in all respects equivalent to 
a personal service aforesaid: provided, that in case there shall hereafter be 
a re-partition of the Half Breed tract of lands in the county of Lee, the par­
ties petitioning for [24] the same shall, and are hereby required, to give six 
months notice of such petition for partition of said lands, in some newspaper 
published in the county." 

SEO. 2. Repea.ls contravening portions of said ninth section. That so much 
of the ninth section aforesaid as contravenes the provisions of this act, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

SEC. 3. This act to take eft'ect after passage. This act to take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage. 

Approved, 29th May, 1845. 

CHAPTER 7. 

TERRITORIAL AGENT. 

AN ACT to abol1sh the omce of Territorial Agent. 

Be it enacfed by tke Oouncil and House of Representatives of fke Terrifory 
01 Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Office a.bolished-duties devolve upon territorial treasurer. Thd 
the office of territorial agent be, and the same is, hereby, abolish'ed; and that 
the territorial treasurer be, and he is, hereby, required to exercise all pow­
ers, and discharge ali'duties now required by law, of the territorial agent. 
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
